60-TON DYNAMITE 
SHOT SET OFF AT 
COST OF $150,000 


Charge Loosens Several Years’ 
Supply of Ore in Colorado 
Mine. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEADVILLE, Colo, May 25.— 
Mining engineers estimate it will 
take several years to remove all the 
ore broken in a dynamite blast 
which power experts described as 
the largest underground shot in 
mining history. 

Sixty tons of the explosive yester- 
day broke down about 350,000 tons 
of molybdenum ore and cracked, 
say the engineers, possibly 500,000 
additional tons which will cave 
down later. 

Officers of the Climax Molybde- 
num Co. estimated the cost at 
$150,000 and said preparations for 
it had begun last January. Dyna- 
mite alone cost $15,000. Two hun- 
dred miners were laid off for the 


day to avoid possibility of accidents. |.

ANI-RITLER RIOT 
IN NEW YORK; 20 HURT 


Crowd Awaiting German Dele- 
gate’s Arrival Attacks Po- 
lice at Pier.

NEW YORK, May 25.—Rioting 
occurred today at the North Ger- 
man Lioyd Line pier in Brooklyn 
in connection with the arrival in 


America of Hans Weidemann, 
representative of the Hitler Gov- 
ernment at the forthcoming World 
Fair Exposition in Chicago. 

A crowd of 1000 men and women, 
anti-Hitlerites, awaiting the arrival 
of ‘the official, became enraged 
when it was learned that Weide- 
mann and an aid accompanying 
him to the Exposition had been 
transferred from the liner Colum- 
bus to a tug and taken to the Bat- 
tery in Manhattan. 

Displaying banners condemning 
the “Nazi murder and terror re- 
gime,” the crowds turned on the 
50 uniformed police and 30 plain 
clothes men, throwing bricks and 
bottles at them. 

Police engaged in hand-to-hand 
combat with the rioters and ar- 
rested 13 men and women, the lat- 
ter wearing red hats. The prisoners 
were locked in a garage near the 
pier. 

With police standing guard in 
front of the garage door, the crowd 
again charged them. 

Reserves were called and order 
was restored only after the police 
men’ drew their pistols and leveled 
them at the crowd. 

During the melee more than 20 
persons were injured, including 
four policemen, one of whom suf- 
fered a fractured right arm.

Message From Banking Firm Partner Says, 


“Just Wanted You 


to Know We Are 


Thinking of You.”

WASHINGTON, May 25.—Here is | 


the text of the letter addressed by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. to William H. 
Woodin on Feb. 1, 1929, four. years 
before he became Secretary of the 
Treasury, offering him a participa- 
tion in an issue of common stock 
of the Allegheny Corporation: 

“My dear Mr. Woodin: 

“You may have seen in the pa- 
pers that we recently made a 

public offering of $35,000,000 Alle- 
gheny Corporation 15-year collat- 
eral trust convertible 5 per cent 
bonds which went off very well. 

“In this connection the guar- 
anty company offered today $25,- 
000,000 of Allegheny Corporation 
cumulative 5% per cent preferred 
stock. There was also a strong 
demand for this stock. 

“The guaranty company also 
sold, privately, some. of tke com- 
mon stock at $24 a share. 

“We have kept for our own in- 
vestment some of the common 
stock at a cost of $20 a share, 
and, although we are making no 
offering of this stock, as it is not 
the class of security we wish to 
offer publicly, we are asking some 
of our close friends if they would 
like some of ‘this stock at the 
same price it is costing us, name- 
ly, $20 a re. 

“I believe that the stock is 
selling in the market around $35 
to $37 a share, which means very 
little except that people wish to 
speculate. 

“We are reserving for you 1000 
shares at $20 a share if you would 
gike to have it.

“There are no strings attached 
to this stock so you can sell it 
whenever you wish. 

“For further information re 
garding this corporation I am en- 
closing circular covering the bond 
issue. 

“We just want you to know that 
we are thinking of you in this 
connection and thought you might 
like to have a little of the stock 
at the same price we are paying 
for it. 

“I am sending this to your of- 
fice as I understand that you are 
now on your way through the 
Panama Canal but this can wait 
until you return.

The audience 
laughed at Whitney’s answer. 

The Metropolitan Life Co. is re- 
ported to average normally about 
$2,000,000 worth of security pur- 
chases a day. 

When the hearing opened Sen- 
ator McAdoo, a former Secretary 
of the Treasury and now a member 
of the investigating committee, 
read a prepared statement regard- 
ing the inclusion of his name 
among the “close friends” of the 
Morgan firm.

In the prepared statement he said 
that the stocks had been offered to 
him by R. C. Leffingwell, a Morgan 
partner, whom he had made his 
Under-Secretary of the Treasury. 

After reading the statement, Mc- 
Adoo added: “There was nothing 


‘sinister in these operations. We 


were within our rights and are not 
subject to the least criticism.” 


Whitney Explains Taxes. 

Young Whitney occupied the wit- 
ness chair the entire morning while 
J. P. Morgan sat directly back of 
him on his right and John W. Davis 
sat on his left. Repeatedly during 
the examination, Davis whispered 
to the witness. 

Whitney asked the privilege of 
explaining his testimony yesterday 
when he refused to identify as au- 
thentic what purported to ve a 
photostat of a statement accom- 
panying his income tax return for 
1929. He volunteered the informa- 
tion yesterday that the total income 
tax paid by the 20 Morgan partners 
was about $11,000,000 and his testi- 
mony today explained in part why 
they had such a large taxable in- 
come for that year. 

Whitney, as a Morgan partner, 
was allowed to buy 14,600 shares of 
Allegheny Corporation common at 
$20 a share, the same price at 
which it was offered to the “close 
friends.” He sold 6145 of chese 
shares in July, 1929, slightly three 
months before the stock market 
crash, and 2000 shares in Septem- 
ber, a month before the crash, for 
a total gross profit of $246,000. The 
peak for the stock was $57; his 
gales averagec around $48, he said.

Billions of Securities Sold by Mor- 

gan Firm in Few Years. 

Most of the $6,024,444,200 in se- 
curities sold by Morgan & Co. to 
the public since Jan. 1, 1919, were 
offered in association with other 
underwriters, and  $2,098,953,400 
have been retired. 

The statement of Morgan opera- 
tions was placed in the record by 
George Whitney of the banking 
firm. 

Public offerings of foreign gov- 
ernments and corporations, he said, 
amounted to $2,232,757,000. 

They were offered to the public 
at an average price of 94.69 and 
the average market price on May 
11, Whitney said, was 81.07. 

Morgan sales of railroad bonds 
during this period, Whitney added, 
totaled $1,845,639,300, at an aver- 
age price of 96.58. 

The average current market price 
on May 11 was 63.94 and a total of 
$125,079,000 was in default. 


The aggregate principal of pub- 
lic utility bonds, including obliga- 
tions of public utility holding com- 
panies, offered to the public, said 
Whitney, was $1,074,750,000. Of 
these, $268,269,800 have been retired 
in the main, by conversion, and by 
redemption at prices ranging from 
105 per cent to 110 per cent or by 
payment at maturity. 

The average price at which these 
bonds were offered to the public 
was 97.08 per cent. The average 
current market price on May 11, 
1933, was 95.68 None of these 
bonds, it was stated, is in default 
in the payment of principal or in- 
terest.

the financial structure.” 

He went ahead to discuss how the 
Van Sweringens had turned in 
their holding and accepted common 
stock. “With 60,000,000 of obliga- 
tions above them.” 


“Knew What They Were Doing.” 

“We sold $35,000,000 of bonds for 
which we believed there was a sub- 
stantial base,” Whitney said. “The 
Guaranty Company took $25,000, 
000 of preferred. We bought $25,- 
000,000 of the common stock. 

“We believed in the future of the 
firm but did not consider it good 
banking to keep $25,000,000 of com- 
mon stock in our. portfolio. So we 
offered it to men of financial judg- 
ment that they might make a pro- 
fit over a long period as we hoped 
to do, but not just with the idea 
of throwing it on the market the 
next day.” ? 

Whitney emphasized that Morgan 
dealings’ with the Van Sweringens 
were confined to railroads and did 
not include “any real estate in 
Cleveland.”

Whitney testified that industrial 
company bonds and preferred stock 
sold to the public since the war by 
Morgan and now outstanding were 
offered at the average price of 
99.28. The average current market 
price on May il, 1933, was 99.07. 
There has been no default in pay- 
ment of principal or interest on 
these bonds or in the regular pay- 
ment of dividends on the preferred 
stock. 

Public offerings of municipal 
bonds by the Morgan company were 
placed at $160,000,000. Of these, $1,-

“All 
the older partners,” the witness an- 
swered, “particularly Dwight Mor- 
row.” 

“I find Charlies Francis Adams 
on this list,” Pecora commented. 
“Yes,” Whitney nodded.. 

As in previous sessions special 
police and secret service men were 
scattered about the committee 
room.

In the testimony as to issuance 
of securities by the Morgan firm, 
Whitney declared that “of the is- 
sues now in default, namely bonds 
of the Florida East Coast Railway, 
and of the Mobile & Ohio Railroad, 
and of the Missouri Pacific, we our- 
selves purchased and still hold 
bonds of those issues or of issues 
junior to. them on which our ag- 
gregate losses, based upon the dif- 
ference between our purchase price 
and the present market value, are 
greatly in excess of the profit that 
we made from these offerings. 

“In the case of securities of rail- 
road operating companies and pub- 
lic utility operating companies, the 
price paid to the obligor is a matter 
of public record. 

“In the case of the foreign issues 
offered by us since Jan. 1, 1920, 
the price paid to the obligor was 
made public by us in the testimony 
submitted to the Senate.Finance 
Committee in December, 1931. 

“In the case of all issues during 
the five-year period from Jan, I, 
1927, to Jan. 1, 1932, the spread be- 
tween the price paid to the obligor 
and the offering price to the public 
has been given in the detailed rec- 


tommittee. 

“We are not opposed to, but are 
heartily in favor of publicity and 
disclosure of the gross profit or 
commission paid in respect to all 
securities offered to the public as is 
proposed by the legislation which 
you are now considering. 

“As to the group of bonds which 
have shown the greatest decline, 
namely railroad and railroad hold- 
ing companies, it may be pertinent 
to point out that in the case of the 
railroad issues every issue of bonds 
of a railroad operating company is- 
sued after June 27, 1920, was au- 
thorized by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as being in the 
interest of the public and a mini- 
mum price fixed at which these 
bonds could be sold. 

“In the case of the railroad hold- 
ing company issues, which were all 
collateral trust issues secured by

Morgan Firm Favors Security 
Profits Publicity, Says Whitney 


Partner in Concern Says This Has Always 
Been Attitude, in Referring to Legis- 
lation Now Passed.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—George 
Whitney, the Morgan partner who 
has borne, the brunt of examina- 
tion in the Senate investigation of 
his company since J. P. Morgan left 
the stand, testified this afternoon 
that the huge firm favors publicity 
on the gross profits on securities 
offered for public sale. 

His statement was made in back- 
ing up a formal declaration to that 
effect that had been offered at the 
morning session. 7 

Ferdinand Pecora, committee 
counsel, had inquired as to what 
it referred. - 

Didn’t Know About Bill. 

Whitney said he referred to se- 
curities legislation which requires 
disclosure of such information. 

He commented that he “did not 
know at the time of the statement” 
that the bill, favored by the Roose- 
velt administration, had been 
passed. 

“Is this the first public state- 
ment that you favored such dis- 
closures?” 

“Yes,” Whitney said, but he 
added that his firm had always fa- 
vored giving such information. 

“Did you ever issue a circular 
giving the spread of profits on an 
issue?” the counsel asked. “No.” 

“Then this is the first time you 
have said you favored the profits 
disclosure clause in the securities 
measure.” 

Haven't Statement Habit. 

“We are not in the habit of mak- 
ing public statements,” Whitney 
said, but then he added that he 
had made a mistake in saying that 
the firm had never revealed its 
profit spread on an issue. 

“That was in 1931?” “Yes.” 

“In response to questions asked 
by a Senate committee?” “I be- 
lieve so,” Whitney said. 

Only a few members of the com- 
mittee were on hand, including 
Chairman Fletcher, Couzens (Rep.), 
Michigan; Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina, and Coolidge (Dem.), 
Massachusetts. 

“Heartily in Favor.” 

“You never have stated in pros- 
pectuses what the spread to you 
was?”

Van Derlippe, of University City, 
told the Court that Honig repre- 
sented his mother in a damage suit 
several years ago. After repeated 
reports of continuances, Van Der- 
lippe investigated and learned, he 
said, that the case had been settled 
in favor of Mrs. Van Derlippe for 
$350. The witness presented a re- 
lease in the case purported to have 
been signed by his mother, and tes- 
tified that the signature was not 
hers. 

The second charge against Honig 
grew out of his failure to deliver a 
check given him by A. M. Frum- 
berg, former St. Louis attorney now 
practicing in New York, to George 
McNulty, another attorney, for a 
client. According to evidence pre- 
sented to Judge Hamilton, Honig 
deposited the check in an account 
he opened under McNulty’s name, 
and subsequently drew against it. 

In the Voorhees case certificates 
were presented from the Circuit 
Court for Criminal Causes showing 
his: conviction in January, 1931. 
The record showed that he admit- 
ted embezzling $84 and forging two 
notes totaling $450 while secretary 
of the Neighborhood Loan & Mort- 
gage Co., 6639 South Kingshigh- 
way, in 1929. The defalcations were 
discovered a year later when the 
annual audit disclosed a shortage 
of $14,000 in the firm’s accounts.

Railroad hédiding company bonds 
offered to the public by the Mor- 
gan firm since January 1, 1919, 
Whitney placed at $133,000,000. Of 
these $11,968,000 have been retired. 
The balance, $121,032,000, are sell- 
ing substantially below the public 
offering price, said Whitney. The 
average public offering price of 
these bonds was 97.25 and the aver- 
age current market price on May 
11, 1983, was 50.94, a decline of 
about 46.5. The witness:aiso stated 
that none of these bonds as yet is 
in default in the payment of prin- 
cipal or interest. 

Whitney declared that J. P. Mor- 
gan &.Co. empioy no bond sales- 
men, and “have never adopted any 
methods of high pressure sales- 
manship.” 

“We have distributed these se- 
curities through syndicates or sell- 
ing’ groups consisting in cases of 
the largest issues of as many as 
12060 or 1200 retail and distributing | 
houses, large and small, scattered 
throughout the country. These 
houses were invited by us to join 
in the offering of these securities 
because of their distributing abil- 
ity and their standing and reputa- 
tion in their own communities. We 
have believed in this method of dis- 
tribution and have consistently ad- 


ly. “Really, Senator Couzens—it 
just isn’t so.”

DETAILED TOPOGRAPHICAL 
MAP BEING MADE OF CITY 


County Also Included as Far West 
as Lindbergh Boulevard; 
U. 8. Co-operating. 

A detailed topographical map of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County as 
far west as Lindbergh boulevard is 
being made by the city and the 
Federal Government in co-opera- 
tion. 

It will be the first such map of 
this district since 1890. On it will 
appear in scale all buildings, thor- 
oughfares, water courses and other 
physical details, and contour lines. 
Two sizes of map will be printed— 
the standard Government scale of 
2000 feet to the inch and, for the 
city, sectional maps at 200 feet to 
the inch. The maps will be on 
public sale. 

The map making started Aprill 
and will be finished in October. 
Field work is being done by 50 
draftsmen, rodmen, instrument 
men and others paid from city re- 
lief bond funds and hired through 
the Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment. The pay is 30 
cents an hour and will come to a 
total of about $15,000. About 10 
more men will be engaged next 
month, but thereafter the number 
needed will dwindle.

INJURED BOY WHO ONCE GOT 
$28,000 LOSES SECOND TRIAL 


Edwards Walters, 11-year-old 
schoolboy who won a $28,000 judg- 
ment two years ago after his right 
leg had been crushed by a train, 
lost yesterday when the case was 
tried again before Federal Judge 
Faris. The court directed a ver- 
dict for the Southern Railway Co.

BILL FOR CITY LICENSE 
FOR AUTOMOBILE DRIVERS 


Alderman Genteman to Introduce 
Measure -Like That Which 
Failed in Legislature. 

A bill to license city automobile 
drivers will be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen tomorrow by Al- 
derman Genteman. It is advocated 
by the Automobile Club of Missouri 
and City Traffic Engineer Gonter, 
and is similar to the State license 
law which failed of passage at the 
recent session of the Legislature. 
The purpose is to prevent use of 
automobiles by reckless drivers and 
criminals. After a certain number 
of convictions on speeding, reck- 
less driving or kindred charges, a 
driver’s license could be revoked. 
Conviction of a felony involving use 
of an automobile would cause auto- 
matic revocation. 
Only persons 16 years of age or 
older would. be licensed. The 
charge for a license expiring Dee. 
31, 1935, would be 50 cents. Spon- 
sors of the bill hope the 1935 Leg- 
islature will provide for a State li-

En- 
forcement of the 10 per cent cut 
would have reduced the annual 
payroll about $10,000, Freund said.

Supreme Court Reserves Decision 


On Richards Disbarment; Own Story 


Him in Argument 


Defense Says Acquittal in Criminal Trial Pre- 
cludes Disciplinary Action Against Lawyer 
- and Attacks Jurisdiction of Tribunal.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 23.— 
Paul A. Richards’ own account of 
his part in the Alexander Berg kid- 
naping case is the basis of the plea, 
udw before the Missouri Supreme 
Court, for disbarment of the young 
St. Louis lawyer. The disbarment 
petition, argued before the court 
yesterday afternoon, was filed by 
the Grievance Committee of the St. 
Louis and Missouri Bar associa- 
tions. The entire court heard the 
argument, and will announce its 
decision later. 

Former Judge Glendy B. Arnold, 


attorney for the bar associations, 
told the court he would not use the 
testimony given at hearings before 
a commissioner of the court, in St. 
Louis last March, by Morris Levin- 
son, attorney for the Berg family, 
and John T. Rogers, Post-Dispatch 
reporter. He said he would base 
his case on Richards’ own story of 
his dealings with Levinson, his con- 
versations with Rogers and his part 
in the case otherwise. Richards’ 
statement was contained in his for- 
mal answer, filed with the court, 
and in his testimony at the hearing. 

On the basis of Richards’ own 
account of the matter, Arnold 
charged that Richards was shown 
to have acted dishonorably, to have 
aided in the consummation of a 
crime, and to have been an acces- 
sory after the fact to the kidnap- 
ing: Richards was tried twice in 
St. Louis on the charge of kidnap- 
ing for ransom, and was acquitted 
a year ago. Arnold referred to this 
as a “foul verdict of acquittal.” 

Richards Argues His Own Case. 

Richards appeared before the Su- 
preme Court in his own defense, 
and took one-half the 50 minutes’ 
time allotted to the defense, his 
counsel, Don Purteet, taking the 
other half. Richards endeavored 
to justify his action by pleading 
that he “brought Berg back safe 
and sound,” and said he had been 
persecuted because he sought com- 
pensation for his work. He argued 
that his acquittal legally precluded 
the court from disbarring him, and 
Purteet developed another techni- 
cal plea, that the Supreme Court 
has not origina! jurisdiction in dis- 
barment proceedings. 

Mrs. Richards, wearing a black 
dress with white collar, hat and 
shoes, was in court with her hus- 
band. A dozen listeners heard the 
argument, the case being the last 
of five on the day’s docket. 

Arnold Quotes Richards. 

“We have decided,” former Judge 
Arnold said, “to stand solely on 
Richards answer in asking his dis- 
barment. In his answer, he sets 
out his activities in this case. He 
recites the fact of the kidnaping 
of Berg, Nov. 6, 1931, his captivity 
for five days with a $50,000 ransom 
demanded, and the note written by 
him, while in the kidnapers’ power, 
to Levinson, telling Levinson to 
employ Richards and pay him 
$1000 down. 

- “From his answer, it appears 
clearly that when Richards went 
to Levinson, took $1000 and con- 
tracted for $10,000 more, he knew 
that Berg’s note was written under 
compulsion of the kidnapers. He 
knew that Berg was under duress, 


family. We say it was from the 
kidnapers, who compelled thei: 
victim to write the note naming 
Richards. . 

“When he agreed to take $50,000 
from Levinson and act as the pay- 
off man, giving some money to this 
fellow and some to that, going to 
Kansas City and meeting a myste- 
rious man, we say he was in a bus- 
iness that no lawyer should have 
been in. We say he entered into 
a professional contract to consum- 
mate an act of robbery. We say 
the verdict of acquittal in his: case 
was a foul verdict, and that he was 
an accessory after the fact.” 


Judge Ellison Asks Question. é 


Judge Ellison of the Supreme 
Court asked at this point whether, 
in Arnold’s view, Levinson and 
Rogers would be implicated in the 
kidnaping. Arnold, replied that 
Rogers would not, as he did not 
handle any money, and that Levin- 
son’s conduct was not an issue in 
the present case. 

Arnold outlined two theories, 
first, that Richards was guilty of a 
professional misdemeanor for which 
he should be disbarred; and second, 
if it were held that he was not 
acting in his professional capacity, 
that he was guilty of conduct ren- 
dering him unfit to handle law »usi- 
ness or practice before the courts, 
and merits disbarment. 

He gave little time to the. tech- 
nical pleas of the defense, saying 
that the Supreme Court’s jurisdic- 
tion, and its right to disbar a lawver 
who has been acquitted of a crim- 
inal charge, were established by 
decisions. 

Another technical plea of the de- 
fense, attacking the proceeding on 
the ground that the special com- 
missioner, Scott R. Timmons of 
Carrollton, was a member of the 
State Bar Association, was men- 
tioned briefly. 

“This is the court’s case,” Arnold 
said. “We,” referring to himself 
and J. Wesley McAfee, who aided 
him in preparation of the case, and 
to the grievance committee of, the 
bar organizations, “are in the posi- 
tion of amici curiae, friends of the 
court, presenting facts for its con- 
sideration.” 


Richards Voices Resentment. 


Richards, dressed in a brown suit, 
began his defense plea by express- 
ing resentment at the allusion to 
his acquittal as a “foul verdict.” 
“Where,” he demanded, “is there a 
line in the record of this case to 
justify that dastardly statement’” 


“They are seeking my disbarment 
on general principles,’ Richards 
said. “If the legal profession 1s in 
such disrepute, if the press demands 
a victim, if someone has to be 
thrown as a sop to an angry public, 
if the cravings of Bar Association 
and grievance committees call for 
a victim, then perhaps I am the 
ideal victim. I am young, am of no 
particular importance, haven’t prac- 
ticed law for 18 months, and have 
no law practice. 

“I am so:saturated with vilifica- 
tion and damnable insinuations in 
the press that one more blow at 
my honor and integrity could 
hardly matter much. However, I 
am confident that Your Honors 
will try this case on the evidence.

LUTHERANS BEAT NAZ 
~ NOMINEE FOR BISHOP 


Turn Down the Rev. Ludwig 
Mueller for Head of Ger- 
man Protestants.

BERLIN, May 25.—A conflict is 


in prospect between the United Lu- 
theran Churches and the German 
Christians, a Nationalist Socialist 
group, over the direction of the pro- 
posed new United German Prot- 
estant Church. 

The United Lutherans yesterday 
rejected the National Socialist can- 
didate: for Evangelical Bishop of 
the Reich, the Rev. Ludwig Muel- 
ler, and nominated as their candi- 
date the Rev. Friedrich von Bodel- 
schwingh, director of a social set- 
tlement at Bethel, near Bielefeld, in 
Westphalia. 

The nomination of the welfare 
worker was announced by Her- 
mann Kapler, president of the Ger- 
man Church Unions, recently 
named with two collaborators to 
work for reformation of the 
church. : 

The announcement followed a 
visit to Kapler from Dr. Joachim 
German Christian 
leader, who, according to the news- 
paper Taegliche Rundschau, issued 
an ultimatum containing these 
points: The Bishop of the Reich 
must be a member of the German 
Christians, he must enjoy the con- 
fidence of Chancellor Hitler, and he 
must give proof later that he has 
the support of the majority of the 
Evangelical Church. 

Kapler insisted that the church 
must be maintained independent of 
any political party. 

An associate of Dr. von Bodel- 
schwingh told the Associated Press 
his immediate acceptance of the 
Bishopric was in doubt. Only if he 
felt it was God’s call would he take 
the new office, the informant said. 

Dr. von Bodelschwingh’s backers 
are anxious that he remain at his 
social settlement and direct, affairs 
ef the United German Church from 
there. 

Dr. von Bodelschwingh has been 
carrying on the charitable work of 
the biggest Protestant inland mis- 
sion settlements in the Reich. 

These missions are Bethel, where 
6000 bodily and mentally infirm 
persons are cared for, and the Sis- 
ters of Mercy training establish- 
ments of Sarepta and Nazareth in 
the same neighborhood. 


LIFE OF NATIONS AT STAKE 
AT PARLEY, MACDONALD SAYS 


British Prime Minister Delivers 
Address Over Radio From 
Lossiemouth Home.

LOSSIEMOUTH, England, May 
25.—“The Life and Death of Na- 
tions” is the great issue of the dis- 
armament conference andthe world 
economic parley to meet in Lon- 
don June 12, Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald told a nation-wide audience 
in a radio broadcast from his home 
here last night.

WOMAN JUDGE HEARS 


GUSTOMS CASES HERE 


Miss Genevieve Ross Cline of 
Cleveland Only Jurist of 
Her Sex in U. S. Service. ~ 


Miss Genevieve Rose Cline of 
Cleveland, the only woman Judge 
in the United States service, pre- 
sided today at the Federal Building 
over the last of 171 cases on the 
docket of the United States 
Customs Court. 

Judge Cline, who was appointed 
for life in 1928 by President Cool- 
idge, is a specialist in tariff classi- 
fications and values, her court cov- 
ering disputes between importers 
and the Government over the legal 
importation of merchandise. The 


Customs Court does not deal with 
cases involving criminality, fraud 
or smuggling. 

Divided into three divisions, each 
section embracing three Judges and 
specializing in certain tariff sched- 
ules, the court represents such a 
highly-technical body that attorneys 
must pass special examinations be- 
fore being permitted to practice be- 
fore it. 

Judge Cline, who is Presiding 
Judge of the Third Division, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
her cases involved amounts rang- 
ing from one dollar to millions. 
Many of them are test cases, af- 
fecting a whole industry.. They en- 
tail the settlement of disputes from 
the decisions of collectors and ap- 
praisers and represent honest dif- 
ferences of opinion over tariff clas- 
sifications, many of them of an 
involved nature. 

Prior to becoming a Judge, Miss 
Cline was appointed by President 
Harding to be the first woman 
customs appraiser at Cleveland. Her 
interest in the tariff, which led to 
her becoming an authority on the 
subject, began about 30 years ago 
when she listened to an address by 
the late Senator Theodore Burton 
of Ohio at the suggestion of her 
brother, John A. Cline, a former 
Judge of the Ohio Appellate Court, 
in whose office at Cleveland she 
studied law, gaining practical ex- 
perience in practice and procedure. 

Although she was not admitted 
to the bar until 1921 she studied 
in her brother’s office for many 
years before obtaining a law degree 
from Baldwin-Wallace University. 

Her training and subsequent ex- 
perience as a Judge have taught 
her the necessity of adhering to 
three principles. They &re: to be 
thorough; to do a fair share of the 
work, and to attend strictly to one’s 
own affairs. 

Judge Cline, whose salary is fixed 
at $10,000 a year but who took a 
voluntary 15 per cent reduction to- 
gether with the eight other Cus- 
toms Court Judges, is of the opin- 
ion that the legal profession offers 
a future for women who are will- 
ing to work hard and make sacri- 
fices, as great or even greater, 
than those made by men in build- 
ing up practices. 

Her own work she finds delight- 
ful since it embraces two subjects 
she likes best—law and customs. 
She has become an authority on 
cases involving the importation of 
antiques and works of art.

Amendment Adopted Without Roll

berg amendment to the Glass bank- 
ing bill providing for the immediate 
guarantee of bank deposits.

igan. 
It provides that for one year af- 
ter passage of the Glass banking 
bill, deposits up to $2500 in all 
banks, State and nationali, shall be 
guaranteed. 

Banks participating. would be as- 
sessed a share of the guaranty 
fund, with the Government backing 
it up. 

The Glass bill has a deposit in- 
surance provision that would be- 


come effective one year after the 
bill becomes a law. 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
a banker, told the Senate the 
amendment would “massacre 
thousands of State banks.” 


He asserted “it means that the 
state banks either have to go into 
the Federal Reserve or perish.” 

An amendment by Senator Bulk- 
ly (Dem.), Ohio, reducing to one 
year the period in which banks 
should divorce their security affili- 
ates also was adopted. The bill 
provided two years.

business alive by its role in mass buying power. 
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MORE BOARD MEMBERS THAN TEACHERS. 


That Missouri has more school board members than 
public school teachers (29,310 to 24,200) is one of 
the surprising facts related in “School Administra- 
tive Units,” a new publication by the United States 
Office of Hducation. The figures disclose strikingly 
how the one-room rufa! school creates duplication of 
effort and inefficient educational facilities. More than 
half of Missouri's rural school districts, the bulletin 
says, have fewer than 20 pupils. These one-room 
schools place Missouri in the group of 13 states whose 
board members outnumber teachers. In the country 
as a whole, the average is two teachers for every 
official. Maryland, one of the 11 states using the 
county unit system, has only 101 board members, and 
8461 teachers. EXffortse have been made to promote 
rural school consolidation in this State, but to little 
avail. The failure of these efforts leaves Missouri 
in the ludicrous position of the tiny Latin American 
republics whose armies are reputed to have more gen- 
erals than private soldiers. 
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A WORD TO A SAD COMRADE, 


Eager a8 we always are to spread good cheer or 
to give a word of solace to a depressed comrade, we 
assure Mr. Brisbane that his pessimism about repeal 
is hardly warranted. Mr. Brisbane fears that the 
“eighteenth amendment may survive like @ tall rock 
in an ocean of beer, with the bootleg industry safe 
on the rock.”

GRADE CROSSINGS AS PUBLIC WORKS. 

While the administration is seeking beneficial 
projects for inclusion in the proposed Federal public 
works program, Thomas F. Woodlock, writing in the 
Wall Street Journal, makes the suggestion that grade 
crossing elimination be considered. Here is a chance 
to end one of the greatest perils of the highway. It

‘lis @ project that would liquidate itself, not in cash 


returns, but in human lives. 

Deaths at crossings remain the greatest item of 
railroad mortality. A glimpse into the highway ac- 
cident statistics for 1932 shows that of 29,000 fatal- 
ities, 1140, or 3.9 per cent, occurred at crossings. 
Elimination of grade crossings would have prevented 
every one of these deaths. Almost daily, the news- 
papers publish tragic accounts of lives lost in acci- 
dents of this kind. All forms of safeguards—gates, 
watchmen, bells, signs—have proved futile. The only 
way to end the slaughter is to keep our two great 
transportation systems, the railway and the high- 
way, safely apart, by means of overpasses and un- 
derpasses. 7 

Grade crossings now are being eliminated as rap 
idly as the funds of cities, states and railroads will 
permit. Yet, despite the progress being made, high- 
way construction is proceeding so swiftly that, ac- 
cording to Vice-President County of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the number of grade crossings actually is 
increasing. In 1924, Mr. County said, there were 
237,000 such crossings in the country; eight years 
later, there were 245,000. 

The railroads, says the Wall Street Journal writer, 
are not financially able to push the work as it should 
be pushed. Neither can governméntal units, from 
their ordinary budgets, press this safety measure at 
more than a moderate pace, although there has been 
commendable progress in Missouri and other states. 
What is required is a determined effort backed by 
a suitable outlay of funds, such as the $25,000,000 
bond issue voted by New York State for this purpose 
three years ago. 

The Federal public works program has an admir- 
able opportunity here to accomplish in a brief period 
an important measure in public safety that would 
take many years if left to the haphazard methods 
now largely prevailing. Thousands of men would 
find employment in the work, as well. As a highly 
useful form of public works, we urge elimination of 
grade crossings. 
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JOBS FOR THE BONUS ARMY. 


Despite the action of the bonus army convention, 


rejecting President Roosevelt's offer of forestry jobs, 
the rank and file have agreed to the proposal. Of 
the 2600 men assembled, 2200 signed up for forestry 
work and the remaining 400 have departed from 
Washington with railroad tickets furnished by the 
Veterans’ Administration. 

As we have pointéd out before, the forestry jobs 
are far preferable, from the men’s standpoitit, to 
immediate payment of the bonus, which would have 
netted them an average of perhaps $500 apiece. They 
now have regular employment at $30 a month, plus 
food, clothing, shelter and medical attention. They 
showed good sefise in accepting the President’s of- 
fer, as he exhibited wisdom in making it. 

Thus ends the 1933 bonus agitation, a far happier 
consummation than attended that of last summer. 
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PRIVATE ENTERPRISE ON THE RIVER. 

The Inland Waterways Corporation was created 
by Congress in 1924 to operate a Federal barge line 
on the Mississippi. Proponents of the plan explained 
that Federal funds were needed for the undertaking 
because private capital was unable to re-establish 
shipping on the riverways and that as soon as. such 
transportation had been proved practical, the Govern- 
ment would step out in favor of private enterprise. 

Now, just nine years later, it is announced that 
a privately owned barge line is soon to extend its op- 
erations to St. Loulis—the Mississippi Valley Barge 
Line Co., which has been operating between Cincin- 
nati and New Ofleans. Beginning next week, tows 
will leave its river-rail terminal at the end of Rutger 
street every Friday and arrive in New Orleans on 
the sixth day. Upstream tows will require about twice 
as much time. The Mississippi Valley Barge Line is to 
be commended for its leadership in privately financed 
river transportation. It is to be hoped that other 
companies follow suit and that all river hauling will 
soon be carried on by individual firms, properly reg- 
ulated. 

The Federal subsidy has provoked criticism by rail- 
road men and. others, who describe it as unfair 
competition on the part of the Government. The 
sooner the cause of that complaint, even though un- 
justified, is removed, the better for all concerned. 
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WOMEN WHO MAKE HISTORY. 

The whole city took pride in the honor done Miss 
Emma L. Warr when the bronze plaque was unveiled 
at the City Hospital Nurses’ Home, commemorating 
her service as first superintendent of the St. Louis 
Training School for Nurses. 

Her superintendency spanned the quarter of a cen- 
tury between 1884 and 1909. Nursing is now a pro- 
fession, to the competence of which the profession of 
medicine owes much of its practical progress. It was 
not so in those far-off days. It had to battle its way, 
then, against a silly, though formidable, host of 
prejudices, traditions and strutting sentimentalities. 
An enlightening compliment was paid Miss Warr by 
Dr Ellsworth B. Smith, who called her the “Florence 
Nightingale of St. Louis.” That was more than a 
gracious phrase. It was, we must assume, the in- 
formed appreciation of the physician. 

Thanks to Strachey’s “Eminent Victorians,” we all 
know now the “Angel of the Crimea.” We know that 
she was every inch a soldier, who could, and did, 
rip into shreds the abominable negligence of military 
custom, Who could, and did, snap her fingers in the 
faces of lasy officers and indifferent politicians, who 
was, and, indeed, had to be, “a first-class fightin’ 
man.” And we may be sure that those pioneering 
years of devotion, now so finely memorialized, called 
for many of those qualities of courage and resolution 
in Miss Warr with which Florence Nightingale 


launched a really noble revolution after “someone had |. 


blundered” at Balaklava. | 

We have it, on a poet’s authority, that “the hate of 
the gods for the creature waxes dull as the eons 
unfold.” This gentler, kinder philosophy does not 
just happen. It comes as the reward of vision, high 
Purpose and détermination that will not be denied.

More About the American Offer 


EPORTS from London, Paris and 

Geneva tend, I believe, to confirm the 

idea that the chief practical conse- 
quence of the American proposal made by 
Norman H. Davis is to pose the question 
as to how definitely Great Britain will com- 
mit herself as the guardian of the Versailles 
Treaty. Mr. Davis undertook to say that 
the United States might refrain from “any 
action tending to defeat such collective e¢f- 
fort which these states may ... take to 
restore peace”; in other words, that it might 
not insist on ite neutral right to trade with 
a nation being punished by the League, 

Ever since 1921, however, it has been rec- 
ognized that, in dealing with great Powers, 
there was no certainty whatever that there 
would be any “collective effort.” Article 
XVI, which providés for the blockade, has 
never been repealed, but when it was put 
to the test last winter by Japan, it was not 
enforced. The theory has been held that 
Article XVI could not be enforced if the 
United States insisted on its neutral rights. 
But there are good reasons for thinking 
that, even with this impediment removed, 
neither the people of the United Kingdom 
mor the people of the British dominions 
have any great liking for the task of po- 
licing the world. 

Whether they have or not is bound to be 
disclosed if the Davis proposal is seriously 
examined in practical negotiations. The 
American proposal in effect amounts to 
saying that under certain conditions the 
United States will not interfere with the 
League. This sharpens the issue, which has 


hitherto been rather successfully avoided, - 


as to how far the members of the League 
really mean to go in applying the Covenant. 

The real effect, I should suppose, of this 
American action would be to cause France 
to turn to Britain and to ask Mr. MacDon- 
ald how far he is able and willing to go in 
pledging the British navy to preserve the 
existing treaties. Whatever the diplomatic 
formulae employed in the public debates, 
the reality of the matter is almost certainly 
bound to be just that.

The nature of the 
problem can be undefstood by comparing 
the peace that now prevails on the frontiers 
of Cential Europe with the peace that pre 
vails along the Canadian border. Our peace 
with Canada is a true peace, based on con- 
sent. Neither nation, even in its most se- 
cret. ambitions, desires to alter that frontier. 
There is no national policy on either side of 
it which anyone associates with use of force. 

As a result, nobody takes the trouble to 
fortify the frontier. Neither Government is 
interested in the other’s armaments, its 
tanks, heavy guns, aircraft or poison gas. 
We do not have to sign pacts of non-aggres- 
sion. We do not have to watch each other 
anxiously. We do not have to reassure sach 
other. We are so genuinely at peace that 
we do not have to talk about peace.

$30,000 in perfecting it, but the 
acetylene torch came along and 
made it useless. 

Some of His Inventions. 

Other inventions, similarly ex- 
pensive and unprofitable, included 
a sanitary telephone mouthpiece, a 
patented polling booth and most 
recently, an airplane landing gear. 
When the cycling fad first became 
popular he rarely missed his morn- 
ing spin. In 1892 he boasted the 
only “chainless” bicycle in St. Louis. 

Always engaged in some project 
which cost money but returned 
nothing, he went to Europe in 1894 
with a former Mayor, fired with 
plans to populate the fertile South- 
east Missouri bottoms with German 
immigrants. The venture was un- 
successful, but the Rhine Valicy 
was a pleasant place in which to 
make it.

" Spots in Mansion. - 

By the Associated Press. ' : 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Once a 
solemn company gathered in the 
“Menroe room,” at the head of the 
stairs on the second floor.of the 
White House, to sign the treaty of 
peace with Spain. 

Now the sheer “friendliness” of 
the room erases the memory, ex- 
cept that a sentence telling of the 
incident has been cut into the white 
marble fire-place. _ 

With the simple touches of a 
homemaker, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt has turned the room into 
a place where the family or a vis- 
itor can drop infor an hour’s quiet 
work or leisure. 

Beside most of the deep-cush- 
ioned blue velvet chairs and 
couches are little tables. On them 
lie pads of paper, pencils and the 
latest books on economics, sociol- 
ogy, biography and history, infor- 
mally waiting for a person who 
likes to read and make notes as he 
goes. : 

The room is square and no larger 
than the ordinary living room in a 
comfortable suburban home. Yet it 
was the meeting place of Presi- 
dent Johnson’s Cabinet. 

Both this room and the “oval 
room” next door have taken on new 
character since the advent of the 
Roosevelt, due to the President’s 
quaint marine prints which line the 
walls. 

Ships sail through storm and sun- 
shine. Some are engaged in mighty 
battles. On some fishermen haul 
nets of fish over the side. In ev- 
ery case the picture shows some 
interesting variation of boat con- 
struction. The pictures are aqua- 
tints, steel-engravings and old-fash- 
toned oils in rich, subdued colors. 

The largest of the three paint- 
ings hangs on the wall facing the 
desk of the President in the “oval 
room,” where he likes to do his 
early morning work. 

He has placed two ship models, 
seemingly his favorites, in the two 
large window recesses which look 
out over the White House lawns, 
to the right of his desk. The mod- 
els are intricately matie with tiny, 
elaborate rigging. Two other mod- 
els stand on the marble fireplace 
opposite the desk. 

The oval room, where many na- 
tional problems have been thrashed 
out in recent months, has a peace- 
ful, homelike air. The dark, taupe 
rugs and the dull-green furniture 
and drapes are restful. The only 
sign of the room's official duties 
are the two handsome silk flags 
that flank the fireplace, one the 
brilliant Stars and Stripes, the oth- 
er the deep blue President’s flag. 

In two deep recesses book shelves 
rise to the high ceiling, loaded with 
books on current subjects. The 
center of the room is the Presi- 
dent’s desk, naturally—a large, 
walnut desk that always looks 
cleared for action. Books flank 
the pile of papers in the center. 

Smiling down from above the 
doorway is a large oil painting of 
the mistress of the White House. 
The picture is done in oils, but in 
pastel technique and coloring, deli- 
cate blues and greens setting in re- 
lief the white clad figure and the 
blue-eyed smile of Mrs. Roosevelt.

Noted Archeologist Went to 
Pittsburgh With School When 
It Was Moved From Here. , 


By the Aséociated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, May 2.—The 
Rev. Dr. Meivin G. Kyle, profeasur 


of Biblical Theology and Archeol- 
ogy in Pittsburgh-Xenia Theolog- 
ical Seminary, who was a member 
of the seminary’s faculty when it 
was in St. Louis, died today. ~ He 
was 75 years old. He was a min- 
ister of the United Presbyterian 
Church for 47 years and had served 
as moderator of the General -As- 
sembly of that denomination. He 
is survived by his widow. 

Dr. Kyle headed a series of tours 
of exploration in Palestine, and 
made five expeditions to what he 
believed to be the region of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, the wicked cities of 
the plain, whose destruction by fire 
is related in Genesis. 


Dr. Kyle was president ef Xenia 
Seminary for a part of the time 
that it was located in University 
City, St. Louis suburb, between its 
removal from Xenia, O., and its 
establishment in Pittsburgh. His 
chief interest was in Biblical arch- 
eology, and he held that research 
work in Palestine tended uniformly 
to confirm the statements made in 
the Old Testament. 3 

“The Bible has many battles with 
controversialists,” he used to say, 
“but the Bible always wins the last 
one.” 

With a party of Biblical scholars, 
he made an exploration of the Dead 
Sea region in 1924. The party 
reached the conclusion that the 
sites of Sodom and Gomorrah have 
long since been covered by the wa- 
ters of the Dead Sea, which has 
spread over land to the south as it 
has receded at its northern end. 
Dr. Kyle found a site which he and 
his companions believed to be that 
of Zoar, the “little city” to which, 
according to the Biblical narrative, 
Lot and his two daughters escaped 
from burning Sodom, while his 
wife, looking back, “became a pil- 
lar of salt.” 

They found also a “high place,” 
a Canaanite place of worship, with 
stone circle and standing stones, 
dating, as Dr. Kyle believed, from 
the time of Abraham and Lot. , 

In 1926, Dr. Kyle made what he 
considered his most important dis- 
covery, that of the ruins of Kirjath- 
Sepher, Canaanite city taken by 
Joshua. He found evidence .of the 
burning of the town five times; 


the second time by Othniel, nephew

He was 
ordained a priest at St. John La- 
teran 54 years ago. 

The Pope became an ordinary 
Holy Year pilgrim, making one of 
the prescribed visits to Roman 
Basilicas in order to gain plenary 
indulgence. Visits to other Basili- 
cas, St. Paul and St. Mary Major, 
are scheduled’ for June 30 and 
Aug. 15.

Lateran on Ascension day was, 


Pope Pius IX, who went there four 
months before the troops of King 
Victor Emanuel II broke through 
the walls of Rome and deprived the 
papacy of temporal power. 

The Pope’s automobile, with cur- 
tains drawn, was preceded today 
by the automobile of the Governor 
of Vatican City, Commendatore 
Serafini. It was followed by nine 
machines carrying the —— 

urt. 

The little procession went through 
the heart of Rome and passed un- 
der the windows of Premier Mus- 
solini’s office. It reached the 
Basilica at 8:15 a. m. The group 
was welcomed by the cheers of a 
large crowd. 

This was Pope Pius’ third = real 
exit from Vatican City since the 
Lateran treaty with Italy in 1929. 
The visit today to St. John Lateran 
recalled his similar visit in Decem- 
ber, 1929. His other exit was in 
April, 1931, when he went to the 
new propagation of the Faith Col- 
lege, erected by Cardinal Munde- 
lein of Chicago. 

Cardinal Marchetti-Selvaggiani, 
Vicar-General of the Rome diocese 
and chief priest of St. John Late- 
ran, welcomed him. Around him 
were other Cardinals and prelates. 

The Pope entered the Lateran 
Museum, devoted largely to mis- 
sionary exhibits, where Mgr. Pietro 
Epeole, director, made a speech 
thanking the Pope for twice honor- 
ing the church with his presence. 

Eamon de Valera, President of 
the Irish Free State, who arrived 
last night to visit the Pope, and 
former King Alfonso of Spain; with 
his two daughters, had places of 
honor within the Basilica. 

Prelates aided the Pope to don 
the pontifical vestments. Wearing 
a tiara, he ascended a _ portable 
throne which 12 attendants lifted 
to their shoulders.
